asion in question, but it was due to him. 
rowever, that the warrant should be 60 
symended as to disclose the names of the per- 
sons who were hindered from voting, and the 
neans which were employed by him. The 
ymendment was allowed. 

The first witness introduced on the part of 
the prosecution was Moss. He testified that 
m the first day of the election, Judge Ste- 
phens demanded of the managers that it was 
their duty to see to it that no persons should 
be permitted to vote who did not possess the 
jnalifications prescribed by the Constitution 
if the State; that the payment of poll tax 
was one of the qualifications, and that no 
man ought to be allowed to vote who had 
not paid the tax.
